Snow Hill, Md.. March 29 (AP) — 
The Worcester county grand jury 
today returned two new indictments 
charging Euel Lee, negro, with the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Greene Da­ 
vis and their two children. 
Lee now is under sentence of 
death for the murder of Davis, but 
an appeal has been taken. In pre­ 
vious indictments members of the 
family were not grouped as they are 
in the present indictment. 
Court attaches pointed out that 
the new indictments will enable he 
case to be returned to Worcester 
county if the court of appeals grants 
Lee a new trial. His attorneys in 
the previous trial were able to se­ 
cure a change of venue and his 
death sentence was pronounced in 
Towson, Baltimore county. 
His attorneys charged he could 
not secure a fair trial in Worcester 
county, where feeling ran high after 
the murder of the Davis family on 
October ll, 1931.
